STATEMENT OF THE INDEBTEDNESS OF THE TOWN. 
. The notes of Thomas Chase $500, and the note of William 
Emery, $225, reported in 1859, remain unpaid. Also the notes 
of John Osborne, $229; Asa Breed, $123; James A. Hoag, 
$300, given in 1860; Francis Eastman, $400; Caroline Chase,
